The common trick of adding a twisted wire "gimmick" capacitor between 
the grid and plate of an IF amp to make it regenerative results ina 
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ned-plate tuned-grid oscillator. So that's two tuned circuits at 
ast. The coupling through the transformers MAY involve the other two 
rcuits as well! 

My two cents!

Is there a limit on the number of tuned circuits that 
can be within a regeneration loop? The books I've seen show one tuned 
circuit, and don't say anything about a limit.

Well, our short FIELDEX deployment of the GRC-9 to Ft. Burnside was a = 
great success. Using a 15 foot whip, and an eight radial counterpoise, = 
the ANGRY-9 worked about 25 stations in eight states on 40 and 80 CW. = 
Two of the contacts were made with W1NZR cranking a G-43 hand genny, the = 
rest with the PE-162C. One really gets an appreciation of the = 
horsepower to watt relationship from a G-43! (No BA-48 for reception - 
hand cranking even for receive!) We only operated in a casual mode from = 
about 1800 to 2100 local, with time out for some dinner, and a ritual = 
bonfire sacrifice of a large console color TV (powered up, with a PBS 
special on tarantulas playing) on a bonfire. The thing actually kept 
working for about 15 minutes after ignition until the picture tube = 
imploded with a big KABOOM. 


KW1I set up a beautiful SCR-284/PE-103, sporting a mint condition = 
original 25 foot whip antenna. Amazingly, the thing was supported 
without guys, by the set itself, despite the breezy 20 knot winds. Not = 
much success with the 284 on the air, as it had very weak BFO injection, = 
and was easily overloaded. OTO, the GRC-9 stood up to the band condx = 
very well. We could hear well within several kc of the local club FD = 
setup about 200 yards away when both stations were on the same band. = 
The full QSK of the 9 made for a lot of fun, allowing you to hear = 
stations zerobeating as we called CQ. The little thing actually = 
generated a small pile up at one point, and we made quite a few contacts 
from calling CQ, not just hunt and pounce. Hopefully, some of the = 
pictures taken will turn out, and I will send them to the AM Window web = 
site for posting. 


Other committments forced me to QRT at 2100 rather than keep going for = 
the rest of the weekend - it would have been interesting what sort of = 
states worked tally and score I could have run up with a serious effort. 

But what we did was a blast. An overflight of the site by a squadron = 
of C-130 Hercs on approach to Quonset added the atmosphere. Its = 
probably time for an East Coast mil rad op at Fort Burnside like the = 
West Coast gang has every year. KW1I, WINZR, and I will try to arrange = 
something and get the word out. =20

This past Saturday, there was a mini-hamfest at the location of Dave 
Stinson's sale of BC-610, mil stuff, etc. Attendees were Dave of course, 
Lynn K5LYN, Steve K5LTK, Pete (Spencer) Petri, Cliff White, and a couple 
of others whose names I've forgotten at this moment. 


With the help of a young man who someone so thoughtfully brought along 
to help with the manual labor, I was able to get the BC-610 loaded on my 
trailer (nice tip went to the young man too!). Pete helped me load the 
AM xmtr rack and I helped him load the BC-640 rack. Boy, is that BC-640 
a heavy sucker! Pete only took the top units out of the rack on the 


second one so I hauled the remains home. After I pulled the remaining 
racks out, the cabinet was still heavy! Pete's pickup definitely had 
a tail down slope to it. 


There was a lot of small stuff looked over but there was just so much 
junque there....and I don't mean ba radio junk either. There were all 
kinds of tools, motors, generators, old windmill parts, etc. and all just 
crammed in together. I came prepared with hydraulic jack and 4x4's to 
get the Marconi transmitters but there was just too much stuff in the 

way to even make the attempt. Fortunately, Steve and I agreed on a plan 
to return at a later date and attempt a recovery of some of these units. 


The Marconi units looked interesting. They were about 18 inches wide 
across the front and almost 4 feet deep and almost 7 feet high. There 

was a glass window in the front panel about 2 feet up from the bottom 

and tube sockets behind that were the variety to hold a 4-125 or 4-250.... 
but the 4 sockets were so close together that only 4-125's or something 

of similar size could have gone there. There were no tubes in the units 
at all and the air variable caps with 1/2 spacing indicated that something 
needing high voltage was used. They were an interesting color too...not 
black but a dark blue. 


All in all, it was a fun day in the hot Texas sun. As someone pointed out 
during the morning, if it wasn't a hobby we wouldn't be working so hard 
at it :-> 


My thanks and best regards to Dave Stinson for "sharing the loot" and 
making a really decent attempt to see that this stuff doesn't wind up in 
a landfill somewhere. 


BTW, I'll probably be sending out an e-mail soon with all sorts of 
BC-610 questions.

Hello Nick and fellow Galaxians; 


I'm the proud owner of a Galaxy 5 transceiver. It was my first rig since I 
got my ticket in '86. It was by then a cast-off, being tube and not having 
11 meters the chicken banders didn't have much use for it. I had to fix it 
up of course, replacing bad caps and alignment brought it to life and I 
worked more stations with it around the world on a lousy piece of wire 
secretly deployed in an antenna restricted subdivision than I have with my 
sand trap Icom 745 with a better antenna. The Galaxy 5 and its later more 
ostentatious realization, the Galaxy GT-550 have excellent receivers, very 
quiet but a little short on gain on 10 meters. The 5 runs a pair of 6HF5 
sweep tubes which produce an honest 200 watts output CW on 80 and 40 and 
160 on 10 with no blushing plates. There is only one selectivity, 
something like 2.2 Kc but the crystal lattice filter has pretty good 
skirts. I use a non-sidebandish D-104 unamplified crystal mic and I have 
always gotten good voice quality reports. Working on it is not too 
difficult if you are careful because of the crowded chassis wiring. The 
audio output amplifier is a transformer coupled push-pull transistorized 


affair which will pick up hum if you place the power supply next to the 
transceiver due to the driver transformer not being shielded. A word of 
warning, the top cover opens up for access to tubes...... and 800+ volts on 
the plate caps of the 'HF5's. Touch them and we will read your call sign 
in the SK column. Not a bad BA catch for the devoted, IMHO.

I used the Galaxy 3 and 5 in the past and agree that the receiver is really 
great (no phase noise et al). Never did spend much time on 10 as in 1963-5 
was a low Sunspot era. But on 75, 40 ,and 20 you could hear forever! I ran 
one mobile on the old 7233 Country hunters group and its amazing to hear 
almost every station clearly even at S1 or 2 (only downside is that the home 
station ofen could not hear me and the mobile whip). 


Audio was great on both SSB and CW. Don't remember if they had an AM 
position but old Howy W2QHH and his Ranger I would pop through on AM good 
copy in exalted carrier reception. Keyed well on CW too. 


Saw one in a shack recently (was the latter GT550/PS/RemoteVFO/Console) and 
the owner had added one of the digital readouts. Works and talks well and 
is quite stable.
